\ Proteſtant andFErgliſhOfficers andSouldiers intre/and and by the Iriſh 
 Souldiers being brought over to be put in your places; and of which 
you have ſeen fo freſh an inſtance, that we need nor put you in mind 
. of it. You know how many of your Fellow Officers have been 
uſed, for their ſtanding firm to the Proteſtant Religion, and to the 
as Laws of England, and you cannot flatter your ſelves fo far as to ex- 
pect to be better uſed, if thoſe whghave broke their word fo often, 
ſhould by your means be brou ut of thoſe ſtreights to which 
they are reduced art preſent.
